Tacoma (Wash.,) Nov. 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The three robbers 
who held up the Northern Pacific over- 
land at Hot Springs, Thursday night, 
are being pursued in the Cascade 
Mountains bya posse of deputy sheriffs 
and Theil detectives, headed by Sheriff 
Woolerry of King county. A reward of 
$500 forthe robbers’ arrest was offered 
this afternoon by the Northern Pacific. 

It is learned this evening that the 
Sheriff's posse has been divided... Sev- 
eral men are kept near Hot Springs to 
work upclews. Others are sent out to 
watch and...guard the Green River, 


Kendclreee and Wilkeson trails; which | 


lead through the mountains in different 
directions. With these trails carefully 
guarded, officers believe the robbers 
cannot escape.

The Coming Struggle Over the New 
_ Army Bill. 


Caprivis Opponerts Predict His Speedy 
Resignation—The Kaiser Consents 
to Send a Military Band to 
the World's Fair.

Berwin, Nov. 26.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
When the debate on the imperial bud- 
get opens in the Reichstag on Wednes- 
next some indication will be given as to 
the manner in which the parties are 
likely to arranee themselves on the 
Army Bill. The army estimate, pre- 
pared independently of the increased 
expenditures involved through the new 
bill; amount to 585,000,000 marks, 
12,500,000 marks over the amount 
contained in the last budget. There is 
an almost unanimous feeling among 
members of the Reichstag against pro- 
ceeding withéghe Army Bill until the 
government's financial projects con- 


bmected with the measure are fullv dis- 
(‘¢losed. The house will compel Chan- 


‘cellcr von Caprivi to make an explicit 
statement during the discussion of the 
general estimates. 

The Centrist and National Liberal or- 
gans predict that the Army Bill will be 
defeated on the first reading, that 
Caprivi will resign within a fortnight 
and the Reichstag be dissolved. Gov- 
ernment officials are confident that 
none of these predictions will be ful- 
filled. It is said that if the Centrist 
party requires their support to be 
bought by the Chancellor agreeing not 
to oppose the Centrist measure per- 
mitting the return of Jesuits to Ger- 
many, the bargain will be struck. 

Among the leading measures to be 
submitted to the Reichstag is the Emi- 
gration Bill, which was first published 
last spring as a restrictive measure. 
This--bill will aid the efforts of the 
American Government to check unde- 
sirable immigration.

Annapolis seized 
it, but the runner was downed and the 
teams lined up. The _ ba!l was forced 
into West Point’s territory and back 
again to the Annapolis side. The navy 
boys then carried it twenty yards among 
the soldiers, when King, West Point's 
left half-back was badly hurt and car- 
ried from the field. Koots took his 
place. Annapolis carried the bail an- 
other twenty yards and the West Point- 
ers took it back ten and then ten more. 
A punt sent the ball twenty-five yards 
into West Point's territory, when the 
first half ended. Score 0 to 0. 

The play at the opening of the second 
half was encouraging to West Point's 
sympathizers, as the soldier bovs’ first 
rush carried the ball fifteen yards into 
their opponents’ territory, but Annapo- 
lis quickly forced it back to the center 
and then fifteen yards into West Point's 
territory. Here Pattison, West Il’oint’s 
full-back, was carried from the field 
and Carson substituted. West Point 
forced the bali back ten yards, but An- 
napolis carrtéd It across the line shortly 
afterward and scored a touch-down.

give a minimum of fogs and clouds. 
| A.worse place for such an observatory 
could hardly be found than in a level 
country, near a large city, where 
thousands of smokestacks are constantly 
beclouding the air. and where fogs are 
of frequent occurrence. This is ex- 
actly the condition of Chicago. It is 
evident. then, that froma scientific and 
practical point ‘of view it would be a 
sin and a shame to handicap the largest

Ontside the city 
of Chicago the State of Illinois may 
offer some localities more suitable, but, 
none that might We regarded as Gret 
class.

Mount Wilson has already been tested 
pretty thoroughly as an observing sta- 
tion for Harvard University, and the 
conclusion of Prof. Pickering and 
others is that itis one of the best loca- 
tions in the world... There is clearness 
and steadiness about the atmosphere, 
and more freedom from fogs and clouds 
than can be found anywhere else in the 
United States. The equable climate of 
Southern California and the peculiar 
environment of the Sierra Madre range, 
with the broad Mojave Desert on the 
north, the Colorado Desert on the east 
and an agricultural valley on the south 
and west, while the mountain 
crest is above the ordinary fog level, 
makes a combination which it would be 
hard to equal anywhere else. Another 
advantage will be that of easy commn- 
nication when the mountain railway, 
now building, is completed. 

On the whole, it looks as though we 
should be able to present a very strong 
case to the authorities of the Chicago 
University. With the largest telescope 
in the world and the finest location 
the United States for their observatory, 
they ought to secure resuits which 
would be glory enough to satisfy them. 
It would undoubtedly gratify their local 
pride to have the observatory near Chi- 
cago, but, if this is pot feasible, then 
they ought to strike for the best results,

Meeting of the Tax-payers at 
Armory Hall. 


Speeches by a Number of Represent- 
ative Business Men. 


Retrenehment in the Administration 
of City Affaiis Urged. 


The Police and Fire Departments Must Be 
Removed Polltics—Consolida- 
tion of Offices Recommended — 

Taxation Discussed. 


How may the affairs of local govern- 
ment be administered in the most thor- 
ough, practical and economical man- 
ner’ 

Lawyers, bankers, merchants, arti- 
sans and laborers made up the solid rep- 
resentation of taxpayers and voters 
gathered last night in Armory Hall to 
endeavor to determine a reasonable so- 
lution of this knotty and many-sided 
question. 

G. J. Griffith called the meeting to 
order and introduced as chairman Sen - 
ator L. J. Rose, who briefiv outlined the 
substance of the proposed move ment of 
retrenchment, which, he said, had long 
been a subject of discussion and one en- 
titled to much careful thought and seri- 
ous contemplation. 

TAXATION DISCUSSED. 

S. W. Brotherton made the opening 
argument on the subject of taxation. 
The question of reformin the manage- 
ment of city andcounty affairs was one 
of deep import and suseptible of much 
dilatory consideration. The principal 
subject under discussion in that connec- 
tion was the one of consolidating such 
offices as could be economically and 
competently carried on by one officer. 
It had been always a mystery why in

rather allow me to say, for the total aboli- 
tion of these useless places and the merg- 
ing of County Tax Collector into the office 
of County Treasurer and County Assessor 
into that of County Auditor. The assessors 
in the wards of the city or the townships 
of the county should be elected and make 
his assessments uniform for county and 
city, and report the sametothe County 
Auditor. One thing that we need badly to 
bring about this result, is a replatting of 
the city, and doing away with all blocks, 
additions and subdivisions, and give a 
serial number to every lot in the city. 

This numbering would do away with end- 
less confusion, give an easy method of trac- 
ing lots on records, a correct description in 
conveying and an easy and accurate method 
for assessment and collection of taxes. 
The County Trefmsurer, witb less deputies 
than are now employedin the County Tax 
Collector's office. can, with a _ business 
method of assessing and collecting taxes, 
collect.the State, county and city taxes and 
special assessments. 

This is not merely an idle assertion 
thoughtlessly made. Inthe city of Day- 
ton, Montgomery county, O., with a popu- 
lation, according to.the last census, of ten 
thousand more people than this city, and 
having probably a greater number of prop- 
erty owners than any city of like 
population inthe United States, situated 
in a populous and wealthy county, all the 
State, county, city and special taxes are 
collected in semi-annual payments by the 
County Treasurer, with no more than five 
deputies and one cashier- This work is 
easily and quickly done because of the sys- 
tem in assessment and collection. Dayton 
is alive, growing city, and increased her 
population nearly twenty-five thousand peo- 
ple in the last census decade. Instead of 
appraising all the real estate inthe county 
yearly, a decennial avpraisement of all the 
lots and landsin the county is made by as- 
sessors especially selected for that pur- 
pose, making the one valuation for State, 
county and city purposes. On the return 
of valuations to the office of the Cougty 
Auditor, where they are open for inspec- 
tion, exceptions may be filed to sugh valua- 
tians and appeal taken to the County Com- 
missioners (Supervisors) as a board of 
equalization, where values can be increased 
or diminished. 

Agatn a State board iscreated to increase 
or diminish county valuations, so that all 
portions of the State may bear its equal 
share of State taxes. When this work is 
completed the valuation remains the same 
for ten years, unless for some special cause 
such as the erection of new buildings, or 
the destruction by fire, or some other 
cause, achange is made in value,the a 
praisement is raised or lowered. If this 
period is considered too long a time, a semt- 
decennial valuation could be made. With 
this value fixed for a period of five or ten

The 
total city and county valuations are com- 
puted, and upon such city valuation the tax 
rate is fixed by the Council] and certified to 
the Auditor by the City Clerk, and the 
Auditor enters such rate upon his dupli- 
cate, which is prepared and delivered to 
the Connuty Treasurer for collection, on or 
before October 1. and the Treasurer has 
until December 20 to make his collections, 
which time is usually extendedto January 
1 withont penalty, after which time, 5 per 
cent. is added tothe first half payment of 
tax. 

‘No tmprovements or assessments are 
made on property without a personal no- 
tice to the owner, if a resident of the 
county. or a service of notice by publica.

In the consolidation of the City and 
County Assessors’, offices, one-half the num.

The same reasons apply with equal force 
in favor of the consolidation of the offices 
of City and County Collector. If two offices 
for this work ts a good thing, why not have 
One more, and opeu up a State assessor's 


and collector's office, to assess and collect 
State taxes? 


With the crude and cumbrous system b 
which our public business is now conducte 
it would seem to have been originated to 
find the greatest number of places for as- 
piring politicians, and to enable the tax 
shark to confiscate the property of taxpay- 
ers uflable to cémprehend the intricacies of 
the California tax laws. 


The report of the grad jury in The Times 
this morning is in accord with the sugges- 
tions contained in my remarks, and the ex- 
penses of our contly dual system is sufmf- 
cient to urge a prompt and speedy action 
on the part of our law-makers to bring 
about a more economical management 
of our local affairs. 

NEED OF REFORM. 

Abbot Kinney followed upon the same 
line of thought. The condition of af- 
fairs in this part of the country had 
been and was assuredly the subject of 
much criticism. The local government, 
spread out in the way it was, gave rise 
to a concentrated power underneath— 
the boss, the clique and the combine. 
It was a natural prompting of buman 
nature. The defect was in the system 
more than in the people in control. 
The remedy which would reduce the 
taxes would necessitate a_ radical 
change. Along, complicated and ex- 
tenuated city charter, full technical- 
ities and loopholes was an absurdity in 
itself. The only way out of the city 
morass Was to startin and make some 
sort of a stable government. Central- 
ization was a desideratum. If the 
American people were not able to man- 
age their own affairs, the bottom would 
fall out of the Republic. Ideas on the 
general question were all that the pres- 
ent occasion called for. As Mr. Kinney 
closed he paid a tribute to the measure 
of success which had attended the pres- 
ent management of the city affairs un- 
der the incumbent officers, with Mayor 
Hazard at the head. 

HIGH SALARIES. 

The topic of high salaries was taken 
up by F. G. Finlayson in a clear and 
logical way. He wasin favor of the 
payment of high salaries, but he would 
limit the number, and do away with 
the army of supernumeraries who 
sapped the funds of the treasury. It 
would not be advisable to introduce 
bills requiring the turning over from 
the county tothe City Assessor the as- 
sessments, inthe Legislature, but the 
better plan would be to consider the 
amendment and reconstruction of the 
city charter. A committee should be 
appointed to look into the matter, and 
propose such outline of improvement as 
it might be advisable to offer. 

M. E. Munday was called upon for 
his views’ as to whether the officials’ 
salariesshould be reduced or not. Mr. 
Munday imagined that the expense en- 
tailed on the city and county in the 
way of payment of theiremployés was 
not so inordinately great. The numer- 
ous deputies could be well, many of 
them, dispensed with, but to secure the 
best service it became incumbent upon 


the Govyernmént to give the managers a 


living stipend. The speaker could com? 
mend, as a matter of economy, the merg- 
ing of the offices of Assessor and Tax 
Collector. Again, legal fees and filing 
charges should be discontinued or re- 
duced, and the commission of the 
Sheriff on foreclosure sales cut off. 
However, the mountain could not be re- 
mo ved ina moment, but only leveled 
by degrees. Police departments should 
not be factors to politics. San Fran- 
cisco had taken out her department 
from affectation by political machin- 
ery, and Los Angeles would de well to 
profit by the example. 
SHOULD BE NON-PARTISAN. 

Following on tbe point with which 
Mr. Munday closed his remarks, Hon. 
W. H. Workman took up the discussion 
of forcing the police and fire depart- 
ments out of the political arena as par- 
tisan features. ‘Too strong invectives 
could not be hurled against the present 
and existing methods. Taxpavers 
were beginning to realize that the time 
had arrived for an aggressive and com- 
bined movement in the direction of 
wholesome improvement. Supernum- 
eraries by the score were feeding at 
the public crib, exacted from the peo- 
ple contributions for an indolent and 
purposeless existence. 

“The police.and fire departments 


should eliminated from politics.’’ 
George W. Knox was positive in his 
convictions, that a radical change 


copld well be inaugurated. The de- 


partments had long furnished satifac- 


tion to the office-seeking consiituency of 
the elected candidates. 
On the subject: of high salaries, 


word could be addei. Some of the 


present city officials were receiving’ 


$300 amonth. A general, though not 
severe, reduction would save the city 
not less than $25,000 a year. 

The same might be said of ¢he county 
government generally. The last Legis- 
lature increased the salary of the latter 
officers in an outrageous aud inexcus- 
ably extravagant amount. The people 
had not requested nor any political 
party countenanced it. The Board 
of Supervisors hid made the recom- 
mendation. There were many _ able 
lawyers in the city who would gladly 
accept the office of District Attorney at 
$200 a month, and the rule was of gen- 
eral application that there was abund- 
ant latitude in which to conveniently 
economize. 

CHARTEK REVISION. 

Hon. W. S. Moore then took the floor. 
As amember of the Board of Freehold- 
ers who framed the city charter, he 


would.suggest that a committee be ap- | - 
-pointed to carefully consider the mat- 


ter and recommend such changes as 
might seem advisable, after mature de- 
liberation. He resented the suggestion 
that the departments named should be 
criticised and designated as political co- 
systems, when in reality they had never 
been further removed from that point 
than they were at the present time.

W.C.T.U. 


Largely Attended Meeting Friday—Miss 
Brown's Address. 

The regular meeting of the Central 
W.C.T.U. was largely attended Friday 
afternoon. . 

Miss Brown, of the Tuskegee Normal 
school, Alabama, gave an eloquent and 
earnest talk on temperance work 
among the colored people of the South- 
ern States. Nine-tenths of these people 
live on plantations and work for white 
men, who furnishjthem with bad whisky, 
which is drank by whole families, chil- 
dren as well as grown people. While 
in the towns they have made some ad- 
vancement, the great masses who till 
the svil are still in the condition in 
which they were at the time when they 
received their freedom. The state of 
the poor whites is about the same, but 
they are few in number. There was no 
need to go to China or India to find mis- 
sionary work, when in our own land we 
have this vast multitude to uplift. 
They need more teachers and temper- 
ance workers who would be independ- 
ent of class sentiment. 

Mr. Hall of University spoke in rela- 
tion to the temple debt. He said that , 
since Mr. Fay had left Los Angeles the 
business had been put in his hands, and 
he expected that the remainder of the 
debt would be raised in a very short 
time. Mr. Collins and himself intend 
to hold. eighty meetings in different 
places in the “county to promote the 
work, beside the other efforts that are 
being made. 

Mrs. Cash, who was a delegate to the 
National Temperance Convention at 
Denver, being present, was called upon . 
to say something in regard to it. She 
said she was proud to belong to a con- 
vention composed of so many noble 
women. Some one had asked her what 
was the grandest thing she had seen 
there, and she had answered that it 
Was the wisdom and tact displayed by 
Miss Willard in conducting the business 
of the convention. It had been a school 
for her, and in her own future work she 
intended to endeavor to make Miss 
Willard her example. She kada great 
deal to say about it, and would talk of 
it more at some future time, 


A SILLY CHARGE. 


The Facts About That “Assessment” by 
the Street Superintendent.

A Ripple of Excitement Passes Over 
Town. 


Bome One Was Shot At—The Friday Night 
Concert—Local News of Public In- 
terest—Versonals and 
Brevities. 


. Considerabie excitement was stirred up 
in town about 5 o'clock vesterday after- 
noon by areportto the effect that some 
one in the vicinity bad been shot ‘at, and 
that the police were in hot pursuit after 
the daring assailants. First a telephone 
message came from Lamanda Park, telling 
Marshal Buchanan to head off a party of 
men who were approaching Pasadena from 
that direction. The Marshal ana Con- 
Stable Slater were quick to respond, and 
while they were swishing through the mud 
ata lightning pace toward Lamanda, a 
second telephone message came from the 
electric power-house, on California street, 
conveving the startling intelligence thata 
man had been shot in that vicinity, that 
his assailants and #pursuing posse of one 
man had just passed by, and asking that 
the police be dispatched immediately to 
the scene of action. 

People up town naturally began to grow 
excited. The electric light man was kept 
busy answering questions that came thick 
and fast over the telephone. But he knew 
nothing more than that aman on a mucbh- 
winded horse had stopped ‘in front of his 
place only long enough to tell him that,a 
man had been shot and to send for the po- 
lice. The electric iight man. however, vol- 
unteered the opinion that the shooting had 
occurred on South Marengo avenue, on the 
bluff back of the power-hbouse. Acting on 
this suggestion the reporter made his way 
through the rain to this locality, only to 
find that none of the residents knew any- 
thing about any disturbance. Noone had 
even heard any thing. that sounded like a 
shot. 

After awhile it became noised abroad 
that C. H. Biedebach was the man shot at. 
Mr. Biedebach resides on Santa Anita 
road, about a mile north of Lamanda Park 
and has several sons living in Pasadena. 
With this clew the rest was easy. It seems 
thatastag party of picnickers from Luvs 
Angeles spent yesterday in Eaton Cafon 
drinking beer. On the return they were in 
avery jovial condition, and in passing Mr. 
Biedebach's house one of the inen fired his 
gun ata doginthe yard. The bullet sped 
wide of the mark, crashed through 
a window pane, and in its onward 
flight through space passed unpleasantly 
near to Mr. Biedcbach's head. Mr. Biede- 
bach's son Conrad started on horseback in 

ursuit of the offenders, two of whom were 
n a buggy and six others in a wagon. 
Several times the party tired at him, but he 
kept them in sight for about fivé miles, or 
until they had passed through Pasadena, 
stopping only long enough to send the tele- 
phone messages. Down on Columbia street, 
he gave up the chase. The officers were 
sent offin the wrong direction and re- 
turned without the men, but they can easily 
be located in Los Angeles and some arrests 
will doubtless follow. 

MISS COLEMAN SCORES A TRIUMPH.

POMONA. 


The Town Lighted by FElectricity—Fire 
Thursday Night. 

The peopie have waited quife a while, 
but the electric. lights have come at last 
At 5:15 last evening the San Antonio Elec- 
tric Light and Power Company turned on 
the current and the busine-s houses were 
Dbrilliastiv lichted by incandescent ligh*s. 
Tiacee tesis were Made. The first was not 
good acatne people began to think the 
lamps would not furnish satistactory lights. 
But with the second trial a few minutes 
later the lights brightened up to a beautl- 
ful clear, steady light that seemed perfect. 
So Pomona has electric lights at last and 
all are giad of it. The arc lights have not 
yet been putin, but will be atonce. The 

lant is in many respects the most wonder- 

ulin the world. The dynamos are sit- 
uated thirteen miles from Pomona in San 
Antonio Caflon, where the water comes 
, rushing down the caflon at a fearful rate, 
Fifteen hundred feet above the dynamos 
the water is turned from its course 
through a‘tunmel 1500 feet long, and 
thence into a steel pipe thirty inches 
in diaméter. The thirty-inch stream ts 
then reduced to one-half inch at the Pelton 
water-wheel below, and from that comes 
the power which generates the electricity. 
As will be seen the cost of generating the 
current is practically nothing in the wav of 
fuel. engines, etc. The water, after being 
| used, is turned intothe canon again with 
less loss thanifletrunin the bed. There 
is practically no end of power, as the water 
‘can be used both above and below the plant 
for more power if necessary. The current 
{is broughtthirteen miles to the city. A 
nfove ment is on foot to ask the editors of 
Southern California to visit tie wonderful 
plant. A day or two since the electricians 
sent 1208 volts over tbe wire from the 
cafion to the power-house. 

An alarm of fire was sounded about 10 
o'clock Tuursday night, and but for the 
promptacss of the fire company a much 
more serious loss would have occyrred. As 
it was, Brown & Co., druggists at the cor- 
ner of Second and Thomas, suffered a_ loss 
of probabl¥ one thousand dollars. City At. 
torney W. A. Bell was sitting in his- office, 
just over the drug store, when his atten- 
tion was calied to the poppiag of bottles in 
the store below. He looked out of his win- 
dow and saw that the drug 


fire. An alarm was 

sounded. and the fire company 
was promptly on the scene. The rear end 
of the store was all ablaze. and the house 


filled with smoke. ‘The store had many in- 
flamimable drugs in it, such as alcohol, ben- 
zine, etc., and five minutes later the store 
would have been past saving. The fire was 
soon putout. Yesterday morning an in- 
vestigation began, and the catise was soon 
discovered. A can of phosphorus was 
setting on the shelf where the fire started. 
The can had become rusted, the water 
leaked out, and the phosphorus at 
once blazed up. as it ignites upon 
being placed in the openair. About 10 
o clock yesterday omorning the reporter 
was in the store and Dr. Smith was explain- 
ing to him how that phosphorous had to be 
kept constantly in water, and picked up 
the can, which was still about on--fourth 
fullofthe stuff. The can was smoking a 
little, but no one thought anything of it. 
While the reporter was standing by, peer- 
ing into the can. and trving to get it 
through his addled head how the fool thing 
would go off and burn without any appar- 
ent reason, he had a practical demonstra- 
tion. The phosporus in the can 
suddenly ignited. Dr. Smith knocked 
the can out of the door. but it lefta 
stream of fire behind it igniting. the table, 
floorand a step-ladder standing near the 
door. The fire was extinguished by a 
bucket of water. The house was filled with 
adense smoke. Many of the goods are 
totally ruined by smoke and water. The 
reporter left the store feeling satisfied that 
phosphorus would ignite with the slightest 
provocation,’ and, in fact, without any 
prevacation whatever. The building and 
contents are insured by W. A. Lewis. ,

THE YOUNG KAISER 


French Gossip About the Ger- 
man Monarch. 


Some Famous Hunting Pictures — The 
Kaiser's Withered Arm—His Grand 
Review of the Army—The 
Kalser and His Children. 


Story of Von Moltke and the Franco. 
Prussian War—The Kaiser's Daily 
Life and How He Looks, Acts 
and Talks. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 
BERLIN, Nov. 7, 1892.—I have hada 
good chance to learn something of the 
young Emperor during my stay in Ber- 
lin: I have seen him a number of times 
on the street. lLattended one of his re- 
views, and saw him march up and down 
the line in the uniform of a Prus- 
Prussian colonel, and you can’t walk 
along the streets of Berlin without being 
always in sight of his photograph. 
There is no monarch inthe world who 
likes to be photographed so much as the 
young Kaiser. There are at leasta hun- 
dred different sittings of him for sale, 
and you can get photographs of him at 


’ every stage of his existence—from baby- 


hood to manhood. He has been photo- 
graphed again and again since he has 
been Emperor, and his poses are so 
many and so ostentatious that they are 
really laughable. One of the most 
striking of the photographs in the light 
of the present situation is one which 
was taken at Friedrichsruhe, Bismarck’s 
home, in 1888, when the Emperor vis- 
ited him there. Bismarck stands with 
his dog beside him, leaning on a cane 
and with a military cap on his head. 
The young Emperor is also in military 
undress uniform, and the two are smil- 
ing at one another like two lovers, and 


- no one looking at them would suppose 


that trouble could ever come between 
them. Now Bismarck has been humil- 
iated by the young Emperor, and dis- 
likes him heartily. The young Emperor 
reciprocates the feeling, and the photo- 
tograph is the personification of a dip- 
lomatic lie. 


Another photograph which is equally 
interesting is one taken on a steamboae 
where the Kaiser and the Czar met last 
summer. The Kaiser here leans 
against one of the smokestacks of the 
ship, and .his face wears a terrible 
scowl. He has a caneinhis hand, and 
he looks as though he would club the 
man at the right of him, while the face 
of Alexander III is as placid as the 
waters of a mill pond. The picture is a 
fair representation of the two men, and 
Alexander is as phlegmatic as the 
Kaiser is nervous and spasmodic in his 
actions. The Czar is on friendly terms 
with the Kaiser, notwithstanding the 
newspapers to the contrary, but he has 
sized up the young man in his own way, 
and his estimate of him wasgiven when 
he made the remark which I have 
quoted before, in which he said, ‘Der 
Gott weisst alles, aber der Kaiser weisst 
alles besser,’’ which, being translated, 
is, ‘‘The good God knows every thing, 
but the Emperor thinks he knows all 
things better.’”” The Emperor is very 
fond of hunting, and every winter he

goes to Russia to hunt. He has a 
couple of friends who have large es- 
tates in Russia, whom he visits. and 
in their vast forests spends a week or 
so going out bear shooting. Not long 
ago he killed a big’ brown bear on these 
estates, and at the moment of the 
shooting a photograph was taken ofthe 
Emperor standing beside the bear, and 
there are photographs of him in the 


‘stores here representing him just ready 


to start out to hunt. He has his panta- 
loons in his boots, and a fur cap 
on his head, and, curiously enough, 
there is a long porcelain German 
pipe in his mouth. He is by no means 
ashamed of being a smoker, and he 
is od of good tobacco and good beer. 
H: 4s not a heavy drinker, though he 
lik.s wine with his meals. He has a 
good appetite, for he takes enough ex- 
ercise to keep his system in good order, 
and he walks and rides, a great deal. 
Every one knows the infirmity of his 
leftarm. It has been withered since 
he was a boy, and it is about four inches 
shorter than his right arm. In the tak- 
ing of his photographs he is always verv 
careful that this arm is not prominent 
inthe picture, and he is rather sensi- 
tive in regard to it. He often carries 
it in the breast of his coat or on the hilt 
of his sword sothat it is not noticed. 


*He gets along wonderfully well with 
one arm, and his right hand, as one of |’ 


his friends said to me the other day, is 
like a ham and he hasthe gripof a 
prize fighter. He hasa patent knife 
and fork, which slide into one another, 
which he uses at the table, and which, 
to a certain extent, supplies the loss of 
his left hand. He is said to be a very 
good shot, and he handles the gun very 
well. 


To see Kaiser Wilhelm on horseback 
you wouid never imagine that he had 
only one hand. At this review of his 
troops he rode a magnificent black 
stallion, and he galloped Over the field 
atthe top of his horse’s speed. He 


managed his horse perfectly, and he 


seemed to be in his element. This pa- 
rade took place onthe great drilling 
grounds near Berlin. These are about 
the size of a thousand-acre farm, and 
they are assmooth asa floor. Nearly 
the whole of this ground was covered 
with troops, and it took hours for them 
to march along in front of the Emperor 
and his staff. The Emperor wore a 
helmet and amilitary uniform, and the 


~ 


Empress watched the review with him. 
She was also on horseback, and the two 
formed a magnificent pair. A photo- 
graph wastaken of himas he came 
home from the figid, with the troops be- 
hind him, andinit it looks as though 
he avas holding his horse with two 
hands instead of one, and, as usual, he 
rides at the head of his army., 


His photographs have been taken in 
nearly every different uniform that the 
army has. He watchesthe drilling of 
the troops very carefully, and if a regi- 
ment pleases him he puts on the uni- 
form of this regiment and the soldiers 
consider thisa reward and are very 
much complinrented by. it. He is very 
rigid in his conduct with the army, and 
he is doing all he can to make Germany 
avast military camp. He encourages 
the establishment of a military club in 
every village, and a constant drilling 
goes on over the whole empire. The 
soldier is omnipresent here and you 
can’t get out of the hearing of a mili- 
tary band in Germany. There are 
nearly haif a million soldiers in the 
army. and it is the most wonderful 
machine that was ever gotten together. 
Think of a thousand horses being so 
trained that they keep perfect step and 
so that they make so many steps to the 
minute and marchin pefect harmony 
with one another. The soldiers them- 
selves move like clockwork and the ar- 
tillery and the infantry move across the

field like one machine, worked by cogs 
ofeven magnitude. I have seen the 
Russian soldiers and the French soldiers, 
but they are nothing like these, and I 
doubt whether in all the world there 
has been at any time such an organiza- 
tion as this. 


Speaking of the German army, we 
have had here until within a short time 
ago one of the best of our military at- 
taches. You know the War Depart- 
ment sends officers as attaches to our 
different legations with instructions to 
report from time to time upon the con- 
dition of their army, and to inform us 
whether any new military inventions 
are made. We have an_e excel- 
lent man of this kind in St. Peters- 
burgin the person of Capt. Allen, 
and for the past few years the 
German army has beenthe study of 
Capt. Bingham, who was lately re- 
moved from Berlin to Rome. I talked 
with him before he left and he gave me 
some interesting inside matter regard- 
ing the constitution of the troops here. 
Said he: ‘‘You can have no idea of the 
wonderful machine that this German 
army is, and how well they are pre- 
pared for war. They have a chart 
made out which shows just what they 
must do in the ‘case of wars with differ- 
ent nations. Andevery officer’s place 
in the scheme is laid out beforehand. 
There is a schedule of trains which will 
supersede all other schedules the mo- 
ment war is declared, and this is so ar- 
ranged that the commander of the army 
here could go and telegraph to any of- 
ficer to take such a train and go to such 
a place at a moment’s notice. When 
the Franco-Prussian war was declared, 
it is said that Von Moltke was awak- 
ened at midnight and told of the fact, 
He said coolly to the official who 
aroused him, ‘Go to pigeon hole No. 
blank in my safe and take a paper from 
it and telegraph as there directed to 
the different troopsof theempire.’ He 
then tnrned over and went to sleep and 
awoke at his usual hour in the morning. 
Every one in Berlin was excited about 
the war, but Von Moltke took his morn- 
ing walk as usual, and a friend who met 
him said: ‘Gereral, you seem to be 
taking it very easy. Aren’t you afraid 
ofthe situation? I should think you 
would be busy.’ ‘Ah,’ replied Von 
Moltke, ‘all of my work for this time 
has been done long beforehand and 
everything that can be done now has 
been done.’ 


“The army has stores at various 
points,’’ Capt. Bingham went on, ‘‘and 
they are ready for every emergency, 


and every company and every officer is |, 


down in the scheme forevery situation 
that might come up, and the whole 
works like ‘clockwork. Germany is 
ready for war with almost any nation 
here at any time. If the Emperor 
presses the button the army will do the 
rest.”’ 

The improvements in army methods 
are wonderful, and the German govern- 
ment here is experimenting all the time 
on powders, balls and guns. It keeps 
its chemical experts at work upon the 
food for the army, and it has been ex- 
perimenting on potatoes and peanuts 
and corn as meal for bread. Horse 
food is quite as important as human 
food, and they have here condensed 
food for horses. They have balls of 
horse food so small that a man can 
carry enough in his pocket to feed a 
horse for a week, and they are study- 
ing the concentrated essence of food 
for horses. Upon such food the ‘horses 
of course will run down, but they can 
march a week and live. The constitu- 
ents of these foods are kept secret, and 
ini870the army ‘was supplied with 
pea sausage, ‘which formed a first-class 
food, and of which the rest of Europe 
had not read priorto this time. Ger- 
many has its own military mills for the 
grinding of the food and its military 
expenses are enormous. It costs more 
than $100,000,000 every year for the 
army, and the change ina gun or ina 
rifle ball often costs fortunes. 


The Emperor is the head of the army, 
and he has the entire control ofit. It 
is not subject to public opinion, and the 
German troops have to obey him uncon- 


ditionally, and they swear an oath of 


fidelity to him. The Emperor is now 
not yet 34 years old. He has hardly 
reached his prime, and it would be wor- 
derfil if he did not feel somewhat in- 
flated by the power which he has under 
him. Think of it! 
the best military machine ever gottén 
togéther, and he has half a million men 
always underarms. He knows that he 
can call 2,000,000 soldiers into the 


He knows he has- 


alry. There are other troops which 
can be called from the people, which 
make his war strength fully 3,000,000 
of trained fighting men, and this vast 
army isso organized that it cane di- 
rected by him sitting in his palace in 
Berlin and pressing his fingers on the 
telegraphic buttons which call his off- 
cialsto him. The machine-like charac- 
terof the whole is wonderful, anda 
German officer is expected to be a ma- 
chine, and he is punished if he acts on 
his own responsibility. One of the most 
famous officers of the war of 1870

He has five 
children, all healthy, bright and good 
looking, and the little Crown Prince, 
whois now about 10, is an officer in 
the German army, and he puts on quite 
as many airs as his father. He often 
rides with his.father, and his father 
makes him obey him and salute him just 
as one of his soldiers. When he is at 
home, however, he is a father among 
his children, and they crawl all over 
him and play with him just as though 
they were American babies in an Amer- 
icanhome. He has good rules as to their 
training. They rise with the sun and 
goto bed about 7 o’clock. They have 
prayers and they have their schooling, 
just like other children, though the old- 
est boys are under the care of a mili- 
tary tutor and are waited upon by men 
servants, The two youngest have an 
English governess and are taught to 
speak English and French as well as 
German. The Emperor pays a great 
deal of attention to their recitations, 
and he devotes a great deal of his time 
to the subjects of the common schools 
of his empire. Not.long ago he had 
quite a discussion as to what should be 
studied in these schools, and he made 
the teachers change the 
studies and devote more time to the 
study of German history. He called 
some of the officials before him and

said: ‘Gentlemen, I believe we ought 
to know more about eur own country. 
I have studied Roman history and 
Grecian history, but believe that the 
history of Germany is quite as_ import- 
ant as the history of Greece and Kome, 
and I decree that inthe commonschools 
of my kingdom the children shall ge 
taught theirown history first.’’ This 
decree was put into operation, and the 
young Germans now are studying the 
heroic deeds of the great men of Ger- 
many and the facts of its history. 


The Kaiser is a hard-working man, 
and bis daily life is as full almost as 
that of a newspaper reporter. He gets 
up every morning at 7 o'clock -and 
takes a cold bath and at 7:30 he and 
the Empress breakfast together. His 
breakfast is a substantial one, and after 
it he goes to his office and looks over 
his mail. He gets a vast number of let- 
ters, which are weeded out by his 
private secretary, and matters of any 
importance are referred directly to 
him. He passes upon things quickly 
and decides most affairs on the spur of 
the moment. He hasa routine for the 
rest of the day after his mail, and his 
time is laid out for weeks in advance. 
He keeps a strict account of his time 
and he allots just so much to exercise, 
so much to amusement and so 
much to business. His exercise is 
taken in connection with business and 
he is as regular as clockwork aout 
everything. He takes his luncheon at 
about 2 o’clock and this is the ordinary 
German luncheon of soup, a roast anda 
dessert with vegetables, and now and 
then with fish thrown in. The children 
sit down with the Emperor ani the 
Empress at luncheon, and shottly after 
it is over the Emperor again goes to 
work. He spends a great deal of time 
in the saddle, and scarcely a day passes 
that he doesn’t go to visit some part of 
his army. 

After it 
he drops the cares of state for a time 
and remps with his children, and now 
and then takes a little exercise. .

THE THEATER LIBRE 


M. Antoine's Efforts to Advance 
the Drama in Paris. 


Small Beginning of a Venture That 
is Now a Great Success. 


— 


Rehearsing in a Cellar—Fighting the 
Prejudices of Critics. 


From a Gas Company's Clerk to a Great 
Theater Manager—How Ue Recruits 
His Company — Differences 
Between Schools,

Panis, Nov. 15.—It is extremely difi- 
cult for a stranger to witness a per- 
formance at the Theater Libre in Paris. 
The tickets are sold only to members, 
and have to be bought at the beginning 
of the season. Nobody knows when 
the performance will take place. , ‘Sud- 
denly the members receive‘a card an- 
nouncing a performance, usually for 
the following day. Only twd perform- 
ances of anew play are given, some- 
times but one. 

The Theater Libre is an invention of 
M. Antoine's, now only 80 years

Nevertheless, the Theater Libre has 
become a school for acting, which de- 
serves in every way to be compared to 
the Conservatoire. Inthe Rue Bergire 
the dramatic students learn Delsarte 
and recitation in the conventional way, 
and enjoy personal intercourse with 


Got, Delaunay, Maubant and Worms, 
perhaps only ten hours a year. In the 
Rue Blanche, on the contrary, An- 


toine’s pupils come into continual con- 
tact with him; they learnto represent 
real human beings who walk, talk and 
stand naturally. 

Nothing will explain the. difference 
between the two schools better than a 
simple example of their respective 
metnods. Suppose a letter has to be 
carried in by a servant on the contents 
of which the public is aware the de- 
novement of the play depends. The 
young actor at the Comedie Francaise, 
if he would simply come in gracefully 
and offer the letter in an off-hand man- 
ner, would be afterwards criticised by 
the stage manager for neglecting to 
concentrate the attention of the public 
at this important moment: while An- 
toine would encourage his actor. to 
avoid any diversion from the most nat- 
ural behavior, and Antoine has created 
a sensation before the most spoiled an- 
dience of first-nighters and theatrical 
gourmands in Paris, London and Brusg 
sels. This reminds one of Stendhal, 
who, when he was asked if he ever saw 
a satisfactory performance of one of 
his own plays, answered: ‘‘Yes, once, 
in Italy, by mediocre actors in a barn.’’ 

M. Antoine has studied the Meiningen 
Company carefully and with the most 
refined appreciation of its merits; he 
has not failed to recognize their faults, 
but also understands that they owe 
their great success to their disciplined 
ensemble. Such an ensemble, where no 
virtuoso-like rendering of a part will 
ever, be allowed, is one of the principle 
aims of Antoine’s company. Antoine's 
actors do not paint or ‘‘make up;’’ they 
always use worn costumes except when 
a new one is in place, as with a ‘‘dude.”’ 
They endeavor to talk as in ordinary 
conversation, negligent, even  indis- 
tinct, and continually interrupting each 
other's sentences. They keep up “con- 
versations with the back turned to the 
audience. Some of their productions of 
modern plays have also revealed a pe- 
culiarity in stage managing, in repre- 
senting rooms in their original size, 
while the others generally make them 


In 1887 Antoine was a minor official of 
the gas company, from which hedrewa 
salary of f.1400.< With a small com- 
pany or dramatic amateurs and enthu- 
siasts he performed from time to time 
popular plays in private; before a large 
public he had never appeared. Thenhe 
hadthe lucky idea to select the un- 
played dramas of young authors for 
his humble evening entertainments, and 
to invite the critics to the performances. 

On the 80th of March, 1887, the 
Theater Libra gave its -first perform- 
ance, consisting of four one-act plays,

Wolff wrote to Antoine: ‘‘The public 
does not especially care for, your praise- 
worthy endeavors. What dothey care 
for the existence of a Theater Libre’ 
They will remain dumb and not con- 
tributeasou.’’ Facts have contradicted 
this evil prophecy, for in the very same 
year Antoine was able to open his first 
season. He had succeeded in collecting 
£.3700. 

The plays of the two first evenings 
were rehearsed in the empty cellar of a 
house in the Rue Breda. The janitor 
had gratuitously given the permission 
without the knowledge of the. pro- 
prietor. There Emile Bergerat super- 
vised for weeks the rehearsals of his 
‘Bergomaque Night,’’ while Antoine, 


the invitations from door to door, in 
order to save the stamps. 

Afterward he had to search for a 
more ntting locality: at the same time 
the proprietor of ‘the little theater at 
Montmartre, where they had performed 
until then, showed them the door to 
avoid inconveniences with the police. 
Antoine, with his usual energy, soon 
found another more suitable place. The 
Theater Montparnasse was loaned and 


reading and writing rooms, all with tel- 
ephone connections. A special room 
will also be reserved for the critics. 
Special arrangements are made to se- 
cure satisfactory ventilation. Stage 
machinery and the orchestra will be 
after the Bayreuth model. 

In this theater Antoine will play ev- 
ery night. He will have a company of 
thirty-six actors. All important parts 
will be cast several times, and every 
actor will be under the obligation of 
taking the smallest partinturn. Spon- 
taneity in acting is one of their princi- 
pal aims. No actor is allowed to play 
any one part many times in succession. 

The posters will never mention the 
names of the actors, only the play and 
the name of the author. Every season 
is likely to bring sixteen new pieces 
before the public, and none will be per- 
formed longer thana fortnight. At the 
first night only subscribers, critics. and 
honorary members will be admitted. 
If a play should be prohibited for a 
political, religious or moral reason only 
private performances will take place. 
The selection of the piays, the casting 
and stage managing are entirely in the 
hands of Antoine, wifo simply drawsa 
small salary and declines to receive any 
percentage of the net profits, so that 
nobody can accuse him of mercenary 
aims. The actors all receive the same 
salary and 25 per cent. of the net 
profits are distributed among them in 
equal parts.

plans and assure their progress. The 
most prominent authors, Goncourt, Zola, 
Daudet Banville, Lockroy, Mendes, had 
headed the subscription list and will- 
ingly gave their pieces to be performed 
by this peculiar amateur company. 

Though the Theater Libre only gave 
eight or ten performances a year, they 
have produced more new pieces than all 
the theaters of Paris put together. 
They have brought out thirty authors 
who have never seen the footlights be- 
fore, and als@ introduced remarkable 
plays of foreign dramatists like Verza, 
Tolstoi, Turgenjew ana Ibsen. No 
branch of the dramatic art has been left 
untried. Banvilles graceful poem,

dalene’s love and the fearful ‘Tower of 
Darkness,’’ by Tolstoi.

The Aztee Prayer. 

It is claimed by many that the Aztecs 
are the oldest race. of pepole on earth, 
and their records and traditions sound 
much like those of Genesis and Job. 
Their historical legends divide the past 
time of their race into four epochs, 
ages or suns. The first of these ages 
terminated, according to Gama, in a 
destryction of the people of the world 
by famine; the second in a destruction 
bv winds; in the third the human race 
was swept away by fire, and the fourth 
was a destruction by water. The Hin- 
do legends are very similar. 

The Aztec prayer is a most remarkable 
piece of literature, and was evidently 
offered and perfected during a»long- 
continued pestilence. It is sublime in 
thought and language, and, like the 
hymns of the Vedas and prayers of the 
Hebrews, has been handed down for 
thousands of years.

the miserable people who have become 
lean. Hast thou altogether forsaken thy 
nation andthy people? Hast thou verily 
determined that it perish and that 
there be no more memory of it in the 
world, that the peopled places become 
a wooded hill and a wilderness of 
stones? 

“Is it already fixed in thy divine coun- 
sel that there is to be no mercy nor pity 
for us until the arrows of thy fury are 
spent toour utter perdition and destruc- 
tion, that the sun shall never more 
shine upon us, but that we must remain 
in perpetual darkness and silence? O, 
our Lord, thine arrows and stones have 
sorely hurt this poor people. 

*O, most strong Lord, make anend of 
this fog and smoke of thy resentment, 
quench also the burning and destroying 
fire of thine anger, let serenity and 
clearness come, let the small birds of 
thy people begin to sing and to ap- 
proach the sun; give them quiet 
weather, sothatthey may cause their 
voices to reach thy highness.’’ 

Itmay appear wonderful that the 
Aztec priesthood could*»preserve and 
hand down to us through the ages this 
cavern hymn, but it could no more be 
lost than could the Lord’s prayer. This 
hymn of the Aztecs contains many pas- 
sages, the meaning of which their 
priests had lost ages before America 
was discovered, just as our learned theo- 
logians for more than four tho.ind 
years have not understood miu; pas: 
sages in Job and Genesis.

How They Robbed the Marquis, 
\Boston Evening Journal..} 

In the old range cattle boom days, 
when money frota ‘foreign lands was 
pouring into the West like water, there 
were a good many sharp tricks practiced 
in delivering cattle. 
the Marquis de Mores, who tried to cut 
such a conspicuous figure as a revolu- 
tionizer of the Ameriean meat trade, 
and who later became notorious as a 
duelist, was badly sold. While in Da- 
kota, says the Chicago Drovers’ Jour- 
nal, he bought 10,000 head of cattle 
fromtwo Englishmen. Thev were tirst- 
class cattle and cost $40 a head. When 
these two Britons delivered the cows 
they worked one of the néatest *‘skin”’ 
games that was ever heardof. Medora, 
you know, sits ina valley, with table 
lands on each side. Well, the English- 
men ran 5000 head of cattle in on the 
Marquis and collected for~ 10,000! 
The way they did it was by running the 
same 5000 twice around the hill. De 
Mores never ‘‘tumbled’’ until he had 
paid his $400,000, and the merry cock- 
neys were bound for South America. 
It was a clear steal of $200,000, but 
the Marquis didn’t make much bones 
about it. He had plenty of money and 
didn’t care. 


According to the latest reports the 
crop of winter apples now being har- 
vested is only 64 percent. of an aver- 
age yield in New England, compared to 
87 per cent. last year. Maine has 
nearly a full crop, andthe six States re- 
turn 300,000 barrels for export. The 
great apple regions of New York State 
have little more than half acrop of 
winter fruit. The quality of the fruit 
is good, but the State surplus for export 
as far as reported is only 200,000 bar- 
rels. A general shortage of apples in 
the West is injdicated, and interior com- 
mission merchants are trying to buy 
New England and New York State ap- 
ples for shipment West. Inseven East- 
ern States less than 500,000 barrels 
are available for shipment to outside 
markets, compared with 700,000 bar- 
rels last year.—|Rural New Yorker.

PACIFIC MAIL’S LATEST. 


Panama Railroad Enjotned from Making 
a Deal With Another Comp «ny. 

New York, Nov. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Anaction was institated 
in the Supreme Court of the State of 
New York by the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company against the Panama Rail- 
road Company yesterday, in which an 
injunction was granted by Jadge Truax 
restraining the railroad company from 
in any manner, directly, or indirectly, 
concerning itself or conducting any 
service whatsoever, by vessel, from any 
port to any one or more of other points 
lying between the ports of Panama and 
Acapulco, and inclusive of the last men- 
tioned port, and especially enjoining it 
from entering into any agreement or 
understanding with any company or 
with the owner of any vessel looking to 
the employment of any vessel for the 
transportation of goods, passengers, 
mails or otherwise between the ports of 
Panama and Acapulco, ana inclusive of 
said last mentioned port, or for the per- 
formance of any business that may af- 
fect the Central American line between 
Panama on the south and Acapulco on 
the north, on the Pacific Ocean. 

An order was made, returnable next 
Tuesday, requiring the defendants to 
show cause why the injunction should 
not remain pendente lite. The com- 
plaint, among other things, alleges that, 
ignoring the express terms of the agree- 
ment and disregarding its duties as a 
common carrier, the railroad company 
proposed to enter into a contract witha 
Chilean company giving it exclusive 
privileges, especially that of issuing 
bills of lading, and encouraging it in 
direct competition with the existing 
line, and for the purpose of excluding 
} the latter from Central American trade. 


THE COAL COMBINE. 


A Congressional Committee Still Groping 
After the Facts. 

New , York. Noy. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The sub-committee of 
the Interstate Commerce Committee 
continued its investigations into the 
Reading coal combine today. Vice- 
President Holdenoofothe Lackawanna 
road testified freely astothe companies 
which met and fixed prices from time 
to time, but declined to say how the re- 
striction of the output was accom- 
plished. 

Holden admitted that his company 
was represented at the _ tide-water 
meetings, which were in the nature of 
conferences, and the various companies 
represented usually acted in concert. 
There was no agreement between 
them as to what the _ reduction 
of the output each should be. 
There was some _ process, how- 
ever, by which the companies reduced 
production to meet the public demand. 
The witness also stated that producers 
had no agreement among themselves, 
as far as he knew, by which they acted 
in harmony in fixing prices. He said 
that since the existence of the combi- 
nation there had been no material de- 
crease in the output; in fact, for 1892 
‘it was already the largest ever known, 
and exceeded last year’s output by a 
million and a half tons. 

Congressman Patterson stated that 
the committee wanted to get at the 
fact, if it existed, that the companies 
acted according to an agreement in the 
matter of limiting production. 

E. H. Mead, president of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company, testified that 
his company was represented at the 
tide-water meetings and said there was 
no agreement by which each company 
reducted its output proportionately. 

Adjourned until Monday. 


Dominion Cabinet Changes. 

Orrawa (Ont.,) Nov. 26.—Lord Stan- 
ley, Governor-General, has called upon 
Sir John Thompson, Minister of Jus- 
tice, to form a new ministry. Sir John 
has accepted and will announce his 
choice of advisors early next week. Sir 
John Abbott cabled his resignation as 
Premier to the Governor-General three 
days ago. The official statement is 
given out that Sir John, retiring on ac- 
count of ill-health, recommended Sir 
John Thompson as his successor. Al- 
though there is now no Ministry, the 
Cabinet Ministers will retain their de- 
partments until a new Cabinet isformed.

LOCAL FORECAST OFFICE. 


Efforts to Improve the Los Angeles 
Weather Service. 

At the regular monthly meeting of 

the directors of the Board of Trade, 

held October 11, 1892, resolutions

were adopted urging upon the Chief of 
the Weather Bureau of the United 
States to establish a local forecast 
office in this city as follows: 


WHEREAS, Los Angeles is the center of a 
great fruit-growing section, ‘extending 
trom the Tehachiepi divide to the southern 
and eastern boundaries of the State of Cai- 
ifornia; and whereas, the industry of fruit 
growing is a great factor in the material 
wealth of Southern California; and 
whereas, celerity in the distribution of 
infogmation of value to the fruit-grower, 
packer and exporter, and others influenced 
by atmospheric conditions, is of extreme 
importance; and whereas, it is evident that 
such information can be more expeditiously 
distributed throughout Southern California 
from some centrally located point in this 
section than from the forecast office at 
present furnishing the same, which is lo- 
cated at San Francisco and distant more 
(eatedOO miles; and whereas, Los Angeles, 

tof its central location and by 
reason of its being the metropolis of South- 
ern California, is the natural point for the 
distribution of the information referred to; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, that it is the sense of the Los 
Angeles Board of Trade that the Chief of 
the Weather Bureau of the United States 
be earnestly requested to establish in the 
city of Los Angeles a focal forecast office 
for the collation and dis ution of weather 
conditions and indications; and further 

it 

*Eachetved, that in the consideration of 
this matter, it is suggested that the Chief 
of the Weather Bureau view with favor the 
merits of George E. Franklin, the present 
observer at Los Angeles, who, by reasop of 
his familiarity with local atmospheric con- 
ditions and phenomena resulting from his 
long residence here and his study of thé 
subject, seems especially qualified for the 
post and duties of forecast oficial. 


A copy of the preamble and resolu. 
tions was forwarded to Hon. Mark W. 
Harrington, Chief of the Weather Bu- 
reau; and, upon receipt of the same, he 
replied as follows:

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A HAPPY HOUSE-BUILDEP. 


Once upon atime | was out in 
woods when I came-across a charming 
house-builder, a tiny little carpenter 
thatI think you would like to know 
more about. His house was done and 
he was near by, looking at it with what 
| regarded as a most contented air. He 
was a handsoms fellow, dressed in the 
ravyest of suits and as clean and trim as 
if he had never done an hour's work in 
his life. His coat was of green and 
gold, and his vest of the loviiest crim- 
son. Ile was humming a happy song 
and flitting about as if he was too glad 
to be still. Pretty soon I saw him tak- 
ing his breakfast, and such a breakfast 


as it was—I am sure it was #t for a 
king, and he ate it with all the grace 
that a king could have used. Isat and 
watched him and thought that I 
should like to get a taste of his 
sweets, but he did not seem to 
be aware of mv _ presence, and so 
his wreakfast was taken alone. But he 


appeared to be perfectiv content with- 
oat company, and I really do not think 
that he knew what it was to be lonely. 

Do you wonder who mv happy house- 
builder was, who looked so gay about 
his work’ He was not a dude with all 
his. finery. for his dress, bright as it 
was. seemed the most proper thing for 
him to wear; and lam‘not sure that I 
should have known him in any other 
Gress. 

Well, I will tell you his name. It is 
Master Humming Sird, who lives on the 
flowers. One would think that he never 
was stil! When he is not in his nest. It 
is very_rarely that you see him sitting 
quietiv’ on a branch like other birds. 
lie does not even rest while he is tak- 
ing his meals, but he puts his long bill 
into a flower and supports himself by 
his fluttering wings. 

Well, as I told you, [came across his 
nest one morning. I had never seen 
one before, and sol looked at it very 
curiously. Itis the very smallest nest 
thatis made by any bird. Mr. Hum- 
ming Bird is not ambitious to have a 
bigger house than he needs, and he is 
contented to build it just as his grand- 
father did beforechim. No bay windows 
nor verandas does he deem necessary 
for these modern days, but he builds his 
round nest, and makes it soft and warm 
inside with down and otherthings. The 
outside he generally covers with moss, 
which he gathers from the trees or 
fences. I wonderif he has any fear 
that the boys mav discover his nest. 
What made me think that he might 
have is that he is very careful to make 
it of nearly the same colcr as the bark 
of the branch on which it is built, so 
that, unless you look closely, you would 
hardly be likely to observe it at all. 

it distresses me to see boys who are 
fond of robbing birds’ nests. The birds 
do so much to gladden the world with 
their beauty and their songs, we ought 
uever to molest them. Think what the 
world would be if there were no birds 
in it. How much of melody and sweet- 
ness we should miss, and how silent the 
woods and flelds would be without these 
happy little songsters. I think that 
they are among the sweetest things 
that God has made.

‘Loften think that a flower-garden is 
likea busy city, it is so full of life. The 
flowers furnish food to many insects, so 
you see that they are not made alone 
for beauty. .1 remember reading some 
time ago abdéut a Frenchman in Paris 
who had astrayberry plant in a flower- 
pot. It was a great treasure to him, 
and he watched it very closely, He 
noticed that there were a good many 
things that liked to visit it, and in 
three week he counted thirty-seven 
different kinds of insects that had made 
a journey to his strawberry plant. 

The birds, the bees, the. butterflies 
andthe bugs all Jove the flowers, and 
thev make the gardens full of life. I 
like togo intothe garden at noon and 
Batch them, for then they are full of 
motion, and all of them seem to be astir. 
i have wondered sometimes whether al! 
‘hese living things ever have anything 
say to each other—whetherthey have 
a language that they can all understand. 
If they do they must have sociable times 
together, and they all seem so happy 1 
aim inclined to think that they very sel- 
vom,have any disagreements. have 
watched them closely and never saw 
anything that looked like quarreling. 

Last winter I found a bug that had 
got into trouble, the same as a boy 
would be likely to if be stayed out late 
at night. Iexpect that he had been 
playing the truant, for early upona 
cool morning I found him upon a flower 
so chilled that he could not move. 1 
poked him very gently with a stick to 
see what was the matter, and he was so 
stiff that down he fell and he was 
snapped up very quickly by a_hen that 
Was standing by. That was a terrible 
punishment for staying out all night, 
wasn't it: 

Once | lived where there was a beau- 
tiful vine growing over the porch. It 
was a vine which had pretty. blossoms 
which were very deep, and their honey 
was hidden away at the bottom of the 
flowers. Sitting on my porch I 
used to notice. that many of 
the flowers were split open 
spoiled. wondered what caused 
this. I thought 1 would witch and find 
out the reason, if possible. One dav 
while 1 was sitting there I saw some 
bumble bees light upon the flowers. 
The flowers were so smali that a big 
bumble bee could not crawl into them. 
but hovering on their tips they smelt 
the honey in theircups. Those bees 
buzved away ata lively rate, and I fan- 
ciec that they were saying, ‘Oh, there 
are stores of honey in these flowers. 
and we must contrive some way to get 
it.’ Thinking that they might be 
talking like that, I watched them very 
closely. and what-do you suppose that 
saw’ Well, those bumble bees went to 
work, pushing their way little 
by little into the flowers, and 
atter awhile they got in so far 
that the flowers split open, and then 
there was nothing to hinder the bees 
‘rom getting their, load of honey, 
After this 1 did not wonder any more 
tow these flowers were broken and 
spoilt.

and the insects very closely you will 
learn Many wonderful and interesting 
things. I love to study them, and I find 
tvery day when Ido so something new 
and curious in their lives and habits. I 
‘hink there is no other such a wonder-

LORD DUNMORE’S WAR. 


WITH THE INDIAN CHIIEERS, 
LOGAN AND CORNSTALK,. 


Theodore Roosvelt. 


Contriimted to The Times. 

Just before the outbreak of the Revo- 
lution, in 1774, Virginia waged a short 
but bloody conflict with the panded 
tribes of Indians who lived northwest 
of the Ohio. This conflict has usually 
been called Lord Dunmore’s war, after 
the royal Governor of Virginia, in whose 
time the contest took place; and it was 
rendered memorable especially because 
during its brief course there occurred 
one of the best-fought battles that ever 
took place on our soil between whites 
and Indians, and also because of the 
high character of two of the Indians 
who were concerned in it. 

For a long period of years the Shaw- 
nese, Mingoes, Wryandotts and Dela- 
wares living beyond the Ohio had from 


time to time plundered and slain the | 


back wood's levies, was under the nomi- 
nalcommand of Col. Lewis, belonging 
to a famous family of the Virginia 
mountains; but really it consisted of 
several regiments of frontier militia, 
which were practically independent of 
one another. The discipline of the 
whole force was very lax. The colonels 
got but scant obedience from the cap- 
tains, and the latter even less from 
their men. However, individually the 
militiamen were as fine fighters as 
walked the earth's surface, keen-eyed, 
sinewy men, skilled in the use of the 
rifle and versed in all the arts of forest 
warfare. 

This tumultuous levy of warlike, but 
not well-disciplined. men marched down 
the Kanawha, driving their. pack 
animals and bullécks before them, and 
being heiped by a brigade of canoes, 
which went down the stream with them. 
When they reached the mouth of the 
Kanawha, where it enters the Ohio, 
they camped on the flat-wooded space of 
ground known as Point Pleasant. Here 
afew davs afterward they were unex- 
pectecly attacked at dawn by a great 
host of Indians under. the renowned 
Shawnee chief, Cornstalk. 

Cornstalk was a man of unusual ca- 
pacity, and displayed considerablé stra- 
tegic skill. Instead of attacking the 
Earl's army, which was prepared, he 
slipped by it, crossed the Ohio and fell 
on the backwoods’ levies of Lewis, who 
were, of course, not anticipating dan- 
ger. Although in one sense thus taken 
unawares, and althongh their picket 
duty was very defective, the backwoods- 
men were not surprised, for parties of 
them were continually leaving camp 
and hunting through the neighboring 
forest; and, asthe Indians moved for- 
ward at dawn, they encountered two 
small bodies of these hunters, and the 
fire that ensued alarmed the main camp. 
Instantly the hunter-soldiers sprang to 
arms, and as fast asthe men got ready 
they pushed out under their different 
leaders toward the Indian advance, and 


the engagement speedily became very 


hot indeed. Defeat for the whites 
meant annihilation, hemmed, as they

inhabitants of the outlving settlements 
of backwoodsmen which formed the 
westermost fringe of Virginia’s popula- 
tion. These backwoodsmen were then 
settled in the Blue Ridgeand Alleghany 
Mountains, having hewn their homes 
out of the densely-wooded wilderness. 
They were a hardy, manly race, with 
many fine qualities, but hot-headed, 
savage in their wrath, and neither 
prone to mercy toward a beaten foe nor 
vet to a nice discrimination between 
those tliat wronged them and those 
that did net. Goaded to madness by 
the Indian outrages, they often took a 
brutal and ill-jnadged vengeance which 
Was quite as apt to fall upon harmless 
or friendly Indians as upon the real 
authors of the wrong-doing. 

Among the best and truest friends of 
the whites at this time was the Indian 
Logan. Yet, ea¥ly in 1774, when both 
races were already stirred to a fearful 
state of exasperation by mutual wrong- 
doing, a party of white men actually 
killed all the members of Logan's fam- 
ily, including women and children, and 
this without provocation of any sort. 
At once, Logan abandoning his friend- 
ship for the race which had so foully 
rewayded his kindness, raised a band of

warriors among the various Northern 
Indian tribes, including even out- 
lying members of the Senecas 
and others of the Iroquois Con- 
federacy, and went on the warpath, 
ravaging and slaying like a wild beast, 
killing women and children as well as 
men, and leaving notes in the burned 
huts addressed to the relatives of his 
victims, taunting them with the ven- 
geance he had obtained. 

Speedily all the border was in a 
flame, and bands of marauding Indians 
laid wast the settlements, with the 
usual accompaniment of unspeakable 
atrocities that render Indian warfare 
so dreadful. 

Thoroughly aroused and exasperated, 
the backwoodsmen beganto gather for 
the fray, and the royal Governor, the 
Earl of Dunmore, threw himself heartily 
into it. He instantly appointed two 
gathering places for the forces. The 
men of the Western: District were to 
unite near the head of the Kanawha 
River, while the Earl himself led his 
own force Northward across the 
mountaias. The Earl's army was the 
first to move, but it marched without 
adventure to the Ohio, crossed it and 
wentinto the Indian country. Mean- 
while the decisive fight of the campaign 
was reserved for the other division. 

This division, composed purely of the 


| were, between the Ohio andthe Kana- 


wha; but after the ‘first moments they 
were never pushed back. The Indians 
fought with extreme bravery, and inthe 
thick woods the red and white combat- 
ants pushed close to one another. The 
red men kept taunting their foes with 
oaths and jibes in broken English, tell- 
ing them that thev would teach them 
how to shoot, asking why they did not 
whistle now, in allusion to the fifes, and 
the whites could hear the voices of the 
chiefs and head men, as they walked 
to and fro behind the lines of fiery 
*Warriors, exhorting them to stand firm 
and shoot straight. By midday a series 
of obstinate attacks and repulses had 
taught each side in turn that it could 
make little impression in trying to drive 
back its foes, and the forces then stood 
at bay resting on their arms, save tor 
occasional skirmishing, until nightfall. 


| Nearly a quarter of the whites had been 


killed or wounded, and the Indians’ loss 
was about the same. 5 

However, the result was a substantial 
victory for the whites. When they 
found that they could not drive back 
and overwhelm their foes, the Indians 
determined to abandon the field, and 
they fled silently in the night, crossed 
the Ohio and dispersed. Lewis's army 
marched after them, and the combined 
forces under the Eari pressed on to the 
Indian towns, ravaged and burned them 
and extorted peace from the banded 
tribes. It was at the council, which 
finally decided for peace, that the chief 
Logan uttered the strange, mournful 
speech which has always ranked so 
highivy in the annals of Indian elo- 
quence.

HUNTERS’ LUCKY SHOTS.

In an experience of more than a quar- 
ter of a century in the field and on the 


| frontier, it would naturally occur that 


a person doing a fair share of bunting 
would have some singular hunting ad- 
ventures, and I know of none more cu- 
rious than the “killed but didn’t know 
it’’ variety. 

The first I recall happened to me while 
hunting with another boy in the Oregon 
woods about 1865 or ’66. We had a 
double-barrelled shotgun between us. 
Thad shot a quail, and another jumped 
upon astump near by, which, accord- 
ing to our arrangements, belonged to 
him. He fired, and the bird fell, a num- 
ber of unseen quail arising from the 
thickets and whirring off through the 
brush. We reloaded the two barrels (it 
was an old Joe Manton muzzle-loader, ) 
intending to follow up the flock. The 
stump Was one so overgrown with wild 
blackberry that we did not see the log 
that had been cut from it and that had 
fallen in acourse directly away from 
us. Imagine our surprise whén we 
went to pick up the bird to see twelve 


others slain on that log and along its 
sides, 


My shot had probably frightened a 
score of the big bevy up on the fir log 
and one on the stump, and when my 
companion fired at thé latterit gave a 
sweeping enfilading fire on the former 
that rewarded us with,a dozen ‘“‘toast- 
toppers.’ 

At another time while hunting in 
Oregon with a companion I fired at a 
‘pheasant’? (as we called it there— 
strictly the ruffed grouse) and brought 
itdown. It was a rainy day—it always 


is raining in Western Oregon in the 


winter—and the bird was crouching on 
a limb nearthe top of a sapling fir. 
When we went to pick it up there were 
two, its mate having probably been sit- 
ting on the limb just beyond. The Ore- 
gon grouse and quail are often secured 
in duplicate and even inh multipii- 
cate, but this is my only case of ‘*dubs’’ 
on this fine game bird. 

In the Oregon winter the flatlands 
are covered with water, and used to 
swarm with ducks and geese. Here 
numbers were olten secured at a single 
shot, and occasionally a ‘‘didn't know 
it‘ was picked up when swimming in 
some pond just beyond and separated 
only by sedge grass og light brush, 

in the way of larger game such shots 
are less frequent, of course, but still I 
have had a fair number. In the early 
‘70's I was hunting elk near the South 
Loup in Central Nebraska with a small 
party of cavalry soldiers. Wehad had

pretty fair luck all around, and on this 
particular day we had been chasing a 
band on horseback, until the hunting 
party was scattered pretty well over 
the country. I was returning down the 
valley alone toward camp, having two 
saddies on my horse—a McClellan tree 
and a saddle of elk—when I spied a herd 
ofelk ahead of me about a-mile. I 
wormed around through the little cuts 
and coulees until I found myself in a 
small pocket cajion, and, I supposed, 
near the herd. 

[turned my horse sharply up the 
steep bank toward the river, and we 
went plunging up the incline, when to 
the surprise of myself, my horse, and 
the elk more than all, 1 found myself 
rightin the edge of the now compact 
herd. There wasa rush of the animals 
toward the river, about five hundred 
yards away, and my horse, an old elk 
and buffalo hunter, needed no urging 
to tail ontothe procession. In less than 
a second I was in the center ofa 
cyclone of dust that was being kicked 
up from the dry, burnt prairie by the 
heels of the flying game, and struggling 
to get my Winchester out from its stir- 
rup. 

We may have been running two min- 
utes when my horse stopped with a sud- 
denness that would have donecredittoa 
railroad collision, while I went on over 
bis head, the faithful winchester stick- 
ing closer to me than afriend. After I 
saw that I had less than a hundred 
bones broken, I took a survey of the 
scenery as soon asthe flying dust and 
that in my eyes would allow. My horse 
had stopped on the edge of a precipice 
practically, or an incline of about 70° 
to the horizontal, and down which the 
elk were rolling head over heels’ into 
the South Loup River, some 250 feet 
below, 

I managed to get my rifle pointed at 
the mass and sent the tourlst end of a 
half-dozen cartridges into the mixed dust 
and dull-brown herd, but when they had 
scattered out of sight I noticed that the 
river bank was still in the same old 
place, but nothing else. 

I had béen sitting on the edge of the 
bank probably, fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, when one of my party, attracted 
by the fusilade I had sent after the fly- 
ing elk, came up, and, after reporting 
my failure to secure anything, I got up 
and mounted to pursue my homeward 
course. My companion, however, whose 
eyes were not quite so full of dust as 
mine, reported that he saw something 
give a kick in the brushy bank below, 
and we repaired thither and were 
agreeably surprised to find a fine doe 
elk, her brown sides the exact color of 
the burnt brushwood and ground where 
she had fallen with a shot through the 
back of her head. 

Another curious incident happened in 
the British Northwest Territorv. My 
party of three was floating down one of 
the tributaries of the great Yukon in a 
couple of King folding canvas boats. 
We were very near the west side, when 
| a moose was seen on the opposite bank 
cropping the leaves from a tree, appar- 
ently unaware of our presence. Rus- 
sell, one of my men, had the Winches- 
ter in the boat, and he was told to 
blaze away, his motions attracting the 
‘moose’s notice for the first time, the 
animal being a good 150 vards away. 

By the time Russell was ready to fire, 
the drifting of the boats and the walk- 
ing of the moose had carried the latter 
behind a low tree so as to somewhat 
obscure him, but as soon as he was 
cleared a little, Russell took a hurried 
shot, and the great clumsy animal went 
stumbling through a lot of driftwood on 
the bank as if wounded, and then 


pone and made forthe brush. From 
w 


ere we were we could see that the 
animal was on an island, and hoping 
that it *had been hit hard enough to 
prevent its swimming, we rowed across 
as quickly as muscle would do it, Rus- 
sell getting out to finish his work if pos- 
sible. As no shooting was heard while 
we sat in the boats, we concluded that 
Russell had failed, and felt sure of it 
when we saw him returning a little 
later. Hesaidthathe had just gota 
glimpse of the flying moose across the 
second channel of the river, but instead 
of a single animal there were‘three of 
them. 

As he came back to the boat he 
thought he wouid go to the cottonwood 
tree and see if there was any blood. or 
other signs of having wounded the ani- 
mal. To his utter astonishment he 
found a fine two-year-old moose bull 
shot through the heart, the very part 
at which he aimed. The only reason- 
able explanation seems to be that there 
were two moose behind the tree when 
Russell shot. 

From 1871 to 1876 Idida great deal 
of buffalo hunting on the plains, and 
especially with cavalry soldiers. One 
of the most singular, yet almost con- 
stant, incidents in these wholesale 
hunts was the way a casual observer 
would look on each run as a compara- 
tive failure, thinking only two or three 
animals were secured, but ‘‘drop by 
drop’’ the hunters would drop in from 
bere and there until the list would 
swell from adozentoascore or more. 
In December, 1873, in three runs with 
a small party of my cavalry company 
near old Fort Sedgwick, Colorado Ter- 
ritory, we killed seventy-one buffalo, 
and I believe Ido not exagérate when 
I sav that at the completion of no run 
did [think we had more than a half 
dozen, and [had given some credit to 
the peculiarity of buffalo hunts, too. 
Every soldier will remember bow often 
this is true ina fight. Iknow this to 
be particularly so in an Indian ex- 
change of courtesies and cold lead. 


Atone time I had a party of four 


whites and eleven Indians in Alaska on 
the interior foothills of the St. Elias 
Alps. The Indians reported caribou on 
the other side of a deep valley, and we 
loaned them all the guns of the party 
to go after them. From our position 
the fleld of action was as plainly 
stretched out before us as the stage of 
atheater. We saw the native sports- 
men cross the swift, glacial stream far 
below us, slowly crawl up the equally 
stecp and high bank opposite and 
spread like skirmishers over the bald 
knobs, then encircling the herd of cari- 
bou, pouring a fire of rifle and shotgun 
discharges into the bewildered band, 
and then we saw every hair and hoof of 
the latter get away unscathed, but, all 
the same, they brought in the carcasses 
of three caribou, and for the hundredth 
time in my life I felt ‘‘sold” on shooting 
results. 

Nearly twenty years ago I was hunt- 
ing antelopes on the great Western 
plains with. Lord Dunraven'’s party. 

ly companion for that day was Dr. 
Kingsley, brother of Canon Kingsley, 
and at that time private physician to 
Lord Dunraven. We had separated a 
little, probably 200 to 300 yards, in or- 
der to beat up more country, when, on 
gaining a slight ridge, I saw a small 
herd of antelopes a long distance away. 
They had either seen the doctor or 
myself, for they were on the alert. I 
determined to risk a long shot. Dis- 
mounting, Il handed my horse’s bricle to 
my man, threw the sights to 500 yards, 
and fired at three, pretty well bunched. 
They scattered on the burnt prairie, 
and I could make out nothing. But Ma- 
guire, mounted, assured me he could see 
the bullet strike beyond, so 1 mounted| 


because it was on our course anywa\ 
but not expecting tofindanything. We 
did find an antelope, however, and the 
most curious part was theMfact that not 
a sign could be found of where the bul- 
let had struck the creature, although 
the four of us gave it a most thorough 
search for that purpose. The mystery 
was solved when we got to camp. Ma- 
guire bringing me the shredded and 
fraved cartilages of the gullet, its 
throat having been cut by the bullet so 
as to show no appreciable blood. 


STORIES OF TWO GENERALS.

There are minor incidents in the life 
of almost any man of note that are 
quite interesting, because they show 
up very perfectly some peculiar strength 
or failing of his character. 

Historians frequently make a study of 
the private or social life of great rulers 
and statesmen in order to really under- 
stand the events they are writing 
about. 


The following annecdotes of the be- 
havior of two well-known American 
generals on unimportant occasions, illus- 
trate very well a side of the character 
ofeach. Gen. Magruder’s audacity and 
ready resource served him well as a 
commander inthe civil war, and Gen. 
Zachary Taylor’s unconventional taste 
was perhaps the same lack of conform- 
ity to common regulalions that led him, 
though he was President of the United 
States, to lunch greedily, like a thought- 
less, unrestrained schoolboy, on cher- 
ries and milk, when tired and over- 
heated—a repast which is said to have 
really caused his death. 

HOW GEN. TAYLOR RECEIVED COMMODORE 
STOCKTON. 

The great hero of the Mexican war 
was not much for dress and show, and, 
in fact, was rather given to extreme 
carelessness as to his personal appear- 
ance, especially when in camp. 

When encamped near Corpus Christi, 
before the army invaded Mexico, he 
was called npon one day by Commodore 
Stockton, whose fleet lay in the harbor. 
The Commodore was agreat stickler for 
everything military, always appearing 
with coat buttoned tothe chin, and in 
every particular, at*any hour, the pink 
of neatness. 

Gen. Taylor was lying on his cot in 
his tent, in a‘very negligé dress, con- 
sisting of a gauze shirt. brown linen 
trousers and slippers. Wher the Com- 
modore was announced, he jumped up

and took his dress coat from the rope 
which was strung across his tent, and 
proceeded to put it on, utterly unmind- 
ful of his other garments. 

Inthose days the military dress coat 
had avery highcollar, which reached 
almost to the ears. In his haste to 
make himself presentable as regarded 
his coat, the General buttoned it sothat 
one side came above the ear, while the 
other was solow asto reveal the ab- 
sence of outer shirt, collar or cravat, 
andin his brown linen trousers, slip- 
pers and full dress uniform coat he pre- 
sented himself to the Commodore, the 
most remarkable looking of modern 
generals.

NOTES. 

I clip the following excellent recipes 
from the current number of Peterson: 

Oyster Omelet.—Beat six eggs to a light 
troth; add half acupful of cream, sah and 
pepper; pour into a frying pan, witha 
tablespoontul of butter, and drop in a dozen 
large oysters. Fry alight brown. Double 
over and send tothe table immediately. 

Cream Cake.--Three eggs, one and one- 
nalf cuptuls of flour, one cupful of sugar, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, two 
tablespeontuls of water. Bake in jelly 
pans, making six cakes. Between the lay- 
ers puta cream made of one pint of milk, 
one egg, one tablespoonful of cornstarch, 
“and two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Worth 

trving. 

Bread Omelet.—To a large teacupful of 
breadcrumbs, add a teacupful of cream or 
rich milk, a dessertspoonful of butter, salt 
and pepper to suit the taste, also a little 
nutmeg. Whenthe breadcrumbs have ab- 
sorbed all the cream, add three well-beaten 
eggs and try in butter. 

Apple Shape —Pare, cut and quartet two 
pounds of apples, putthem into a sauce. 
pan, with a pint of water, one pound of su- 
gar, two teaspoonsful of blackberry or red 
currant jelly, and one ounce of isinglass. 
Boil gently and beat the mixture until per- 
fectly smooth. Pour intoan oiled mold tor 
the night; when set, turn into a glass dish 
garnished with clotted cream. 

Rice Fritters.--One teacuptful of cold boiled 
rice, tWo Well-beaten eggs, two teacupfuls 
of milk, and flour enough to make a stiff 
batter; add to these a little good baking- 
pewder and a pinch of salt. Fry ona hot 
gricdie. Eat with butter and sugar rubbed 
together, and season with a little nutmeg. 
This is a good way to use cold rice. 

From other sources I have the follow- 
ing: 

Escaloped Oysters on the Half Shell.—For a 
dinner-party or evening company, escal. 
oped oysters are nice, and are very pretty, 
served in the smooth white shells picked up 
on the seashore, especially along the New 
Jersey coast. Whether prepared in a dish 
or shell, the bottom is covered with 
crushed@crackers and bits of butter: next 
alayer of oysters well seasoned with salt 
and pepper; more cracker and butter, and 
so on, alternating, until the dish is full. but 
finishing with a covering of cracker. Pour 
over this the oyster juice and one quart of

Fricandelles.—Dishes which call for cold 
chicken or turkey are inorder at this sea- 
son ofthe vear. Take a half pint of cold 
minced fowl and an equal quantity of stale 
bread that has been softened in cold water: 
it‘must be just sott and moist—not svak- 
ing. Mix both together and season with 
salt and cavenne. Dip the hands into cold 
waiter and make up the meat and bread 
intosmallsausage shaped rolls, about two 
inches long and one in diameter: rol] them 
in fine cracker or bread crumbs.and frv in 
a kettle with smoking hot fat enough to 
float them; take out with a skimmer and 
lav on brown paper a moment to free them 
irom grease Garnish with parsley or 
cresses and slices of lemon. 

To Cook an Old Fowl.—Braising is one of 
the nicest ways in which to serve an old 
hen. If it is cold weather, let it hang for 
at least five days after itis dressed. Then 
stuff as for roasting. If you have a pair 
ot fowls, cut a quarter of a pound of salt 
pork in thin slices: lay half. of this in a 
broad sauce pan, the chickens on top. and 
the rest of the pork skewer over their 
breasts, just taking up the skin, and not 
running the skewers’ through the fiesh. 
Season with salt and pepper, and pour over 
a pint of boiling water; cover the sauce 
pan closely and simmer for two hours and 
a half. or untilthey are very tender. but 
cook slowly. Thisisthe secret of coo 
all meats over the fire; they must onlv be 
Simmerec. Wheén the chickens are done

WINTER FASHIONS FOR BOYS. 


All the New Designs of London and 


Paris. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

Loxpos, Nov. 10.—Fnglish tailors do 
not disdain the added laurels of furnish- 
ing the mrodel clothes for little boys. It 
is far from me to insist that their de- 
signs are better than those of Paris and 
New York. There would seem to be no 
sin in allowing linesto relax a little into 
grace and beauty where such very 
young gentlemen are concerned. But 
London has developed the subject more 
insistently than we others have, and 
sticks inexorably to an ideal, by which 
means it has largely imposed its models 
on the rest of the world. In New York 
it is English models that the exclusive 
houses furnish, except for infant boys 
of from 2 to 5, for whom the most 
luxurious confections are likely.to be 
French. While in Paris softer outlines 
are preferred for childdress, but on the 
whole, English influence is felt there 
also. 

Boy's dress is particularly interest- 
ing in England also on account of cer- 
tain costumes that are worn fashion- 
ably by the English boy and worn by 
him alone. 

THE ETON COSTUME. 

The Eton suit is one ofthese. Doubt- 
less comparatively few Amcricans have 
ever seen it and yet it is the fashion- 
able dress suit for bovs among the up- 
per classes in England. At Eaton and 


Youth's dreas suit and French blouse dress ‘uit. 


Harrow, it is, of course, the regulation 
costume, butin town it is the dress 
suit. Notin the middleclasses. If you 
chance to meet a young gentleman of 
between 10 to 15 out calling of an 
evening in the Holborn district—to 
speak figuratively—he will not be in 
this dress, but the boy in Mayfair or 
Belgravia will be in nothing elise. This 
dress is left undisputed with the gentry. 
Neither Paris oy New York want it on 
account of its historical origin. It 
would savor of snobbery out of England. 
Therefore, Bnglish gentle boys have 
this suit to themselves. 

It is an odd-looking dress to one see- 
ing it for the first time, with its short 
coot and vest of black, light trousers 
and silk hat, yetit is somehow quaint 
and agreeable when one grows accus- 
tomed toit. The worst feature of it is 
the hat. It looks particularly well in 
the evening, when the vest is exchanged 
for a white one and the white collar 
may be embroidered. It is certainly an 
interesting dress. I wish that we in 
America might sometime evolve some- 
thing equally characteristic and origi- 
nal for our boys. 

DRESS SUITS. 

A modified Eton is supplied by the 
New York tailors for dress suits, having 
the same short coat, but witha shawl 
collar turned back tothe bottom. The 
coat and vest are of fine black twill and 
the long trousers may be of black or 
gray. But the regulationdress suit for 
youths in Paris and New York isa 
sack®coat with rounded corners and 
shawl collar, open over alow vest, ex- 
posing a shirt front with three studs, 
standing collar and small white tie; 
straight trousers. It is made of fine 
black twill. For. smaller boys dress 
suits are made of velvet, velveteen or 
plush. There are several models for the 
age of LO to 18. The coat may be but- 
toned tothe neck and finished with 
a wide embroidered collar and cuffs. 
This is the simplest way. Or it may be 
cut to fasten once on the chest, with 
small revers above, and sloping away 
with rounded corners below, to show a 
white vest. There is also a more elab- 
orate coat cut long and square, open in 
front with long collar faced with silk, 
over a long, white, pique waistcoat but- 
toned to the throat. 

As to the trousers, kickerbockers 
have come back again and apparently 
meanto stay. They were tried last 
year, but didnot take in New York. 
They are distinctly fashionable now, 
but one has choice. between them and 
knee trousers. | 

The dress suit for a boy under 10 isa 
Sailor blouse and knee trousers, or 
knickers, of velvet or plush. French 
tailors make the blouse to hang a little 
longer than English ones. The French 
blouse is a little more generous in mate- 
rial throughout, and, especially in the 
sleeves, has, I think, more grace. It 
opens low over a white front, and when 
well made looks very elegant. The 
Fauntieroy suit andsash has passed into 
oblivion. 

MIDSHIPMITE. 

Dark blue serge and nautical models 
turn up perennial as a prime part of the 
rightly-constructed boy's wardrobe. 
This yearthe dress is christened the 
midshipman or the man-of-war suit. 
There is considerable laxity in the de-

sign. The jacket may be elaborately 
ornamented with gilt cord, badges and 
buttons. The cuff especially is elabo- 
rated. Long, straight ‘trousers and 
midday cap complete this dress with a 
heavy serge reefer coat. A variation 
from this makes the trousers spread at 
bottom, Jack Tar like, puts a blouse in 
place of the jacket, and a jersey or Tam 
cap in place of the visor. This suits the

younger ages. Seafaring models have 
become a permanent institution for 
boys. The little sons of the Empress of 
Germany gre allin sailor suits. I saw 
the Empress’s order on a London tallor 
the other day, and their father wore thé 
same dress beforethem. It is simple 
and serviceable, and therefore 1s always 
in taste, Lee 

A best walking suit fora yéung man 
of from 10 to 14 is made of a double- 
breasted coat cut straight round the 
bottom, and knee trousers or knickers, 
of Scotch tweed. With this he will 
weara colla¥ turned down or with 
broken points; a folded scarf, Derby 
hat, undressed tan gloves of reindeer, 
and carry a cane, if he likes. His over- 
coat will be a cape coat of tweed ora 
single-breasted Chesterfield, like his 
father’s, of black serge or diagonal. 

FOR SCHOOL. 

School suits are of rough, woven 
tweed, cheviot or serge. A good thodel 
for a boy from 6 to 10 has a single- 
breasted coat buttoned to the neck and 
worn with an extra linen collar and 
small silk bow. For the voy from 10 
to 14 the coat is cut longer, with ele- 
gantly rounded fronts, collar and rev- 
ers, and fastens with for buttons or 
opens over a high vest. The Norfolk 
jacket suit is also fashionable for boys 
from 10 to 15. The only linen collar 
thought quite correct is the Eton, 
shown in our drawings. It is worn up 
tothe age of 15. The large, bias silk 
ties have given place to smaller, square 
bows. 

Double-breasted coats have been 
found clumsy for school suits, and .are 
not being made unless especially or- 
dered. 

PARIS MODELS. 

There is a model very much in vogue 
in Paris for boys.under 10, but net seen 
in London except with occasional 
wealthy people, who dress their smaller 
bovs in Paris designs. This is the Rus- 
sian blouse. Itismadedouble breasted, 
reaches the knee and is belted. Short 
trunks are worn under it, which are 
met by the stockings. It is liked of a 
heavy quality of dark blue cloth. It is 
also made in velvet for dress. 

It would seem worth while to call to 
the attention of American mothers the 
long sleeved, high neck black apron 
worn so universally by French boys. It 
is a sort of black frock overall, made 
of stout cotton fabric; is gathered into 
a belt; fastens behind, and hangs to the 
knees or below. The sleeves are full 
and straight, and gathered into a wrist 
band. It is seen on boys as old as 12. 
The isolated American boy would ob- 
ject to wearing it, doubtless, but if, it 
were generally adopted this would not 
be so, and it would be found very use- 
fulin saving the clothes at school and 
at play. Also its simplicity makes it 
more. in harmony -. with child life than 
coats and vests that imitate the dress of 
men. It is altogether a gocd idea. 

" AS TO KILTS. + 

I do not know what permanent snec- 
cess the New York babies’ tailor had- 
last year in his effort to put three-year- 
old infants into trousers. He made a 
notable struggle. From his own ac- 
count, mothers did not take to it kindly, 
and acquiesced only through sneers and 
jeers. Here in London, children. be- 
tween 2 and 8 wear kilts quite as much 
as they do trousers. This is also true 
in Paris, and the Russian blouse suit 
and the apron described above, both of 
the skirt nature, attest French taste in 
this matter. The Highland kilt suit is 
very much worn by English boys, and 
without the accessories of sash, 
brooches and sporrans, and which 
are too fantastic for ordinary wear. It 
is avery good and serviceable dress, 
and is sold in New York as well as in 
London. The donbiet and vest may be 
of black velvet, but for ordinary wear 


they are of a mixed Scotch tweeQ, in’ 


natural light brown color, and the kilt 
is of any clan tartan one may choose. 
These three pieces are all one needs to 
have, though the proper stockings are 
of plaid also. heavy wool ribs, that are 
worn with the tops turned over below 
the knee. A linen Eton, or turnover 
collar is worn with this dress, 
Whether the child is allowed to go 
through the winter with bare knees is 
a matter to be settled between the 
mother and her conscience. Fashion 
permits it. 

O VERCOATS. 

Boys of over 14 year the single- 
breasted Chesterfeld of black serge or 
diagonal, or a cape overcoat of rough 
tweed or cheviot. This last is suited to 
bows of allages. There is also the short 
reefer mentioned above. For boys 
from 4 to 10 there isow double-breated 
coat in black, blue or bown, trimmed 
with wide collar and cuffs of astrakhan 
or beaver, fastened with frogs. - A > fur- 
trimmed cap goes with ‘coat. Bar 
the most charming design of the 
for boys under 10 is called the-bigh 
wayman coat. It is a flaring ‘sack, 
doubled breasted, reaching nearly to 
the knee, with flaring cuff and triple 
shoulder cape. 

London tailors provide also a riding 
suit for boys of all ages. This is of 
Scotch. or whipcord, with double- 
breasted square coat with huge outside 


pockets, knickerbockers ,and over- 
gaiters.

THE CHILDREN'S PALACE. 


At the World's Fair—The Playcrounds, 
Toys, Creches and Cradles. 
Contrthuted to The Times. 

‘America has no children,’’ says 
caustic Max O’Rell, ‘‘only babies and 
.young ladies.’’ Ifthe delightful French- 
man pays his respects to the Columbian 
exposition he can hardly tail to be con- 
vinced that he was mistaken. 

No exposition in the world’s history 
has devoted to the interests of the 
children the representation they de- 
serve. This may be attributed to the 


| fact that no century is like to the pres- 


ent in educating, amusing and develop- 
ing the moral and physical well-being 
.of+ the coming men and women. De- 
“pre thatno plan had been devised or 
fahds appropriated, the board of lady 
managers has designed a_ children’s 
house—-a perfectly beautiful structure, 
equiped and devoted entirely to the de- 
velopment of child life. The house oc- 
cupies a desirable location adjoining 
the Woman’s building. The funds to 
er@ct-it have been raised by voluntary 
sulécriptions from all sources. No 


chijdren, as it was the desire of the 
originators that every child in America 
shonid feel a personal proprietorship in 
thé house. 

Wise incthers may leave their chil- 
dren to enjoy good care and attention 
while they avail themselves of the free- 
dom of the exposition and relieve the 
public of that depressing speéctaele 
hitherto inseparable from great expo- 
sitions—tired, worn-out mothers drag- 
ging about crying, worn-out children. 

The cround-floor of the >children's 
house has a large square court which 
seryesas playground. Nogrown people, 
except attendants, will be permitted to 
enter it, although visitors can look at 
the little folks at play from a concealed 
gallery which overlooks the court and 
forms also a screen for musicians. 
Gaily-decked booths define the square. 
Within ‘them toys of all nations may be 
had for the amusement of the children. 

Model toys, the inventions of mechan- 
ics and scientists, will also be furnished, 
and educators fondly hope that after a 
child has finished playing with his steam 
engine or photograhic or telegraphic 
instrument he will not only have re- 
ceived great amusement, but will have 
at his command some principles of 
science which may be useful to him dur- 
ing his entire life. Who knows but this 
inclosure may foster a second Edison? 

In the center of the court springs a 
fountain. Its wide shallow basin filled 
with fish affords a place for sailing toy- 
beats. 

The flat roof of the building, which is 
two stories high, forms another play- 
ground. Flowers. trees and vines 
screen its sides and the surface affords 
an admirable place for flying kites and 
balloons. <A strong wire netting covers 
thisroof garden ata height of fifteen 
feet, so that the children cannot lose 
their toys or be in danger of falling. 
Within this enchanting enclosure birds 
and butterflies, unconfined by cages, 
will flutter among the eflowers, making 
the whole anidealspot. . 

The Children’s Home will exemplify 
the most advanced thought on nursery- 
sanitation, diet, education and amuse- 
ment. In its assembiy-room are rows 
oflittle chairs and a platform from 
which stereopticon lectures will be 
given to the older boys and girls, about 
foreign countries, languages, manners 
and customs, and also about important 
facts connected with their history. 
These talks will be given by kinder- 
gartners, Who will then takeogrgups of 
children to see the exhibits or the 
countries aboutwhich they have just 
heard. This audience now will also be 
available for musical, dramatic and lit- 
erary entertainments, carefully planned 
to suit the intelligence of children of 
varying ages. One nearly trembles to 
think of the future effetts of these su- 
perior advantages! 

A creche where baby children can be 
left to the care of experienced nurses, 
who will provide for all their wants 
while their mothers are visiting the 
Various departments of the exposition 
is another feature. Here the manner 
of clothing infants in different cos- 
tumes will be represented hy a series of 
dressed manikins. A demonstration 
will also be made of the most healthful, 
comfortable and rational system of 
Gressing and caring for children, ac- 
cording to modern scientific theories; 


While the sleeping accommodations and 


small portion has ‘been contributed by- 


everything tonching their phygical in- 
terests will be discussed. | ‘ 

The idea of portraying the develop- 
ment of child life by dressed anatomical 
models originated with Mme. Landrin, 
the first woman and only Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Department of Children in 
France. Eschewing dry statistics, the 
usual resort of philanthropic and econo- 
mic displays, Mme. Landrin spent many 
months in the provinces of France, and 
by personal persuasion and persist- 
ent research she secured a chro- 
nological collection of the swad- 
dling clothes, cradles, nursing bottles, 


| head dresses, amulets and curiosities of 


the infantile world from Gallia-Roman 
days tothe present. Many interesting 
stories of her experiences in this work 
Madame Landrin told me in her pleas- 
ant quarters at Paris, where she exerts 
a broad and wholesome influence. Her 
labor was rewarded, for hers was one of 
the uniquest features of the Universal 
Exposition. Negotiations have been 
ce relative to installing the ex- 

ibition in the Museum of the Louvre, 
but Madame Landrin is desirous of 
bringing it intact to Chicago and study- 
ing personally our system of childhood 
philanthropy. If proper measures are 
taken by the Columbian authorities, the 
French exhibit can be secured for the 
Children’s House. 

In provincial France, where much of 
the labor of the fields is done by women, 
mothers’ love devises curious contriv- 
ances for the protection and amusement 
of the young. No country, noage, how- 
ever, can show a cradle like that which 
Edison invented for the baby of his 
faithful mulattoservant. Can it not be 
secured for the Children’s House? 

Finding that the dusky offspring ab- 
sorbed the mother to the neglect of his 
houschold, Edison conceived the idea for 
a cradle that would vibrate in obedience 
to the child's cries. Above an ordinary 
cradle he adjusted a phonographic pavi- 
lion. When the child cries the sound 
strikes the pavilionf producing vibra- 
tions which set in action a system of 
extremely sensitive, triggers which rock 
the cradle. 

From the cradle of the wizard back to 
that of the redman’s squaw—a rush 
basket swung from a tree over the 
ripples of a mountain stream—is no less 
a stretch of time than progress, within 
whose limits America can assuredly 
reveal conveniences and comforts of 
the: infantile world that will astonish, if 
not instruct, the nations.

MACCARONI. 


Italian Cookery of the Toothsome “Veg- 
etable."’ 
Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Rome, Nov. 12.—In one of the larger 
American cities there is an Italian res- 
taurant; with rea] Italian service, that 
has among its chief patrons many who 
have lived half a dozen years in Italy, 
more of less, and are judges of purely 
Italian viands. In this particular res- 
taurant they find their favorite dishes 
cooked and served in the genuine Ital- 
ian manner. 

There is maccaroni, for instance. 
Now, maccaroni here in Italy, and mac- 
caroni in America, are two very differ- 
ent articles. It was only today that I 
heard a pretty New York girl say: ‘‘It 
is so strange that at home I can’t bear 
maccaroni and here I can hardly get 
enough of it; do you know the reason?’’ 

I did, andItold her, andI will tell 
you, so that, with your perfect dish of 
maccaroni, you mav put palms or great 
clusters of small pink roses or yellow 
orchids on your tale, bottles of Marsalla 
or flasks of Orvietto here and there, 
and pretty side dishes filled with pats of 
unsalted creamy butter, stamped with 
flights of doves or clusters of flowers, 
oreven the legendary wolf, and quite 
imagine you are again in Italy. 

The maccaroni itself that we Ameri- 
cans use in our soups and compounds 
would not be looked at by Italians; not 
because it isn’t made right, but because 
it isn’t fresh. Freshness is the great 
principle of maccaroni, if you would 
have it at its best; really, it should not 
be .more than a week old, and is much 
preferred at three days. 

HOW TO MAKE YOUR OWN MACCARONI. 

Such maccaroni is not made at a tre- 
mendons factory, nor with coarse flour 
and water, but in one’s own kitchen, 
and thus: 

Heap a little more than half a kilo— 
about two pounds—of best flour on your 
marble pastry slab, or your hardwood 
molding board, make a hol2 in the 
center of the flour—(somewhat like a 
crater in a volcano) and into this break 
sevén. or eight eggs; stir these eggs— 
whites and yolks together—slowly and 
steadily with the flour until a perfectiv 
smooth but verv hard mass is made; 
then divide it into perhaps six pieces, 
proceeding with one after the other as 
follows: First roll the dough just as 
thin as it possibly can be.rolled; then 
fold it over and over in_ folds, about 
three inches wide, until the piece is en- 
tirely folded, then cut it through cross- 
wise in pieces about one-half or one- 
third of an inch wide, or, if you prefer, 


the least little dust of flour over it. and 
then lift the little piles of strips, letting 
them fall so they will separate but not 
break, Put them ona sieve or almost 
anywhere not too near the stove, nor in 
the sun, to dry thoroughly.. And when 
they are dried your maccaroni is done! 
It is.-very simple, isn’t it? 
SECRETS OF BOILING. 

There is a very necessary point in pre- 
pdring maccaronm dishes, that is, that 
the maccaroni must be boiled just long 
enough, as it is as easily spoiled by too 
much or too little boiling as green corn 
or eggs. Another thing to be remem- 
bered is that there must be plenty of 
water in the kettle in which it boils, 
and that the water must be all the time 
boiling thoroughly, but not too vio- 
lently. A little salt is to be added to 
the water, too. Capolina, that very 
fine maccaroni, scarcely the size of a 
small steel knitting needle, made es- 
pecially for soups, should never be put 
in longer thay twenty minutes before it 
is served on the table. 

A delicious dish is prepared thus: 
About half a pound of maccaroni should 
be boiled from tweaty to thirty min- 
utes; drain quickly and then mix with a 
fill cuv of grated cheese, a piece of 
butter the size of an egg, two-thirds of 
a cup of sweet milk, salt to taste, and a 
tiny pinch of cayenne pepper. Bake 
on an earthen dish in a moderately 
quick oven until a tempting brown.

For a dish liked in Italy, and called 
r«“Timbals” take one-third pound of long 
maccaroni, boil according to previous 
directions, then carefully drain and use 
as the lining ot a mould. Meantime a 
gravy is made over the fire of two 
ounces tablespoonfuls of 
flour’ pint of rich stock.

A pound of sweetbreads are boiled and 
then cut ig small cubes; one-half pound 


of coxcombs are also boiled, a 
quantity of French mushrooms, equal to 
the contents of asmalican, is gentiy 
simmered for a few minutes; then the 
coxcombs, sweetbreads and mushrooms 
are mixed with the gravy and poured 
into the lined mould with pepper and 
salt to taste.

CHAMBER MUSIC. 

The introduction of chamber concerts 
ought to be hailed with delight among 
the large coterie of intelligent musi- 
cians inthe city. It is here the listen- 
ers hear absolutely pure music divested 
of stage glitter, and it therefore goes 
without saying that, while the audiences 
of chamber music may not be large, 
they are cultivated.

Hall. These chamber concerts promise 
to become very popular. They occurin 
the afternoon at an hour and on a day 
when ladies who come down town ona 
shopping expedition can drop in for an 
hour and listen to some good music. 
What a pity it is, by the way, that some 
one does not fit up a snug, cosy, concert 
parlor, far and away from any gym- 
nasium, with, say, 400 sittings, in 
one of the large blocks down town, 
where one could drop in conveniently 
on their way to the dressmakets or 
milliners and refresh their tired, 
world-weary souls with some music. It 
would be an immensely popular rendez- 
vous, and the man who did this would 
reap a golden harvest. The Y. M. C.A. 
auditorium, while perhaps suitable in 
other respects, has the misfortune to 
be located above their gymnasium, and 
human acrobats walking across the ceil- 
ing, turning somersaults, swinging ona 
trapeze, etc., are not especially con- 
ducive to the quiet which should be pre- 
served ina music hall in which a 
concert is going on. It disturbs the 
musicians and distracts the audience. 
Turnverein Hall has the same fault, as 
witness the Riddle readings a few 
weeks ago. 

THE CAST OF ‘‘DER FREISCHUTZ.”’ 

The performance of Der Freischutz, 
to be given at the Grand Operahouse 
tomorrow evening, promises to be the 
operatic event of the season. 

Herr Rubo has taken the part of
